army. 
He is one of our fine Amer 
icins who are driving 
ambulances 


and Eoothe the wounded and dying. 


In the bed nearest the door, a 


French priest, shot through the lungs, 
—with 
pneumonia 
setting 
in—his 


black beard pointed straight up, and 
whispering for water. Next to him, a 
little German lad. hardly 
nineteen, 


and small, with about 
six hours to 


live, 
calling, 
sometimes 
screaming, 


for his mother, and then for water. 
Next to him, a French captain of in- 
fantry with his arm off at the should- 
er and his head wounded, weak, dying, 
but smiling; and next to him a, tirail- 
leur in delirium calling on his colonel 
to charge tho Germans. The inflrmier 
s going from one to the. other, Eooth- 
ng and waiting on each in turn. He 
asks me ivha,t the German is saying, 
and I tell him he is calling for his 
mother. "Ah, this is a Bad war," he 
says, as he goes over to hold the poor 
lad's hand. 


A brancardier comes in with a, tele- 
phone message, "a blesse (wounded 
man), 
at 
Belleville—very 
serious," 


This is a reserve car call, so one slides 
out and is gone like a. gray ghost; 
down the ruined street, making all 
the speed its driver can—no easy mat- 
ter.—with no lights. In twenty min- 
utes ho is back. The brancardiers go 
out—they come in again bearing the 
wounded man on a stretcher and 
place it- on the floor beside the little 
stove. One of them, who is a priest, 
leans over him and asks his name and 
town;—then, in answer to what his 
wife's name is, he murmurs; "Alice," 
while on the other side another bran- 
cardier is slitting the clothes from his 
body and I shiver with the pity ot if 
at the sight I saw. , 


The surgeon comer, out ot his little 


operating 
room. 
Weary 
with 
the 


night's 
tragir. work—after so many, 


many other tragic nights, he douses his 
head in a bucket of water. Then he 
turned to the wounded man. He look- 


ed long at him, gently felt his nose 
and lifted up his closed eyelid. Then. 
at his nod. the stretcher is again lifted 
and tho wounded man carried into the 
operating room, and soon after into 
the little room of sorrows. 


In answer 
to my eager question 


the surgeon shook his head. Ix'ot a 
chance. 


A brancardier and I gathered the 
soldier's belongings from his clothes 
to be sent to his wife, but even wa 
had to stop for a. few minutes after 
we saw the photograph of his wife 
and their two little children. 


An hour later, as our night's work 


was slacking down and several care 
had driven up and been unloaded, the 
infirmier came .in from the little room 
and eairt something t» the brancard- 
iers. Two of them got a stretcher and 
in a moment "the blesse from Belle- 
ville" came past .us with a sheet over 
him. They laid him down at the other 
end of the room and another bran? 
cardier commenced rolling and tying 
him in burlap for burial. As you look- 
ed he changed to a shapeless log, 
Then out to the dead wagon with It 


Soon after I went into the little 
ward again to see how the others 
were coming through the night, and 
was glad to see them all quieted down, 
even ihe little German seemed less in 
pain though his breathing still shook 
the heavy little bed he lay on. 


Through a. chink I saw that day was 


beginning to break,, and as I noticed 
it I heard the chief's car coming in 
from the "Sap" and knew the night's 
work was over.

of the aged as a scientific study been 
ignored that today there is not a home 
for the aged, so far as I know. In 
which the vital problem of the proper 
feeding of the aged Is understood or 
even considered. 


"Tet It has been found. that tha 


aged require only, about'-half-of the 
amount of food, calculated in calories 
or food energy, that young, active, in- 
dividuals require, and the proportions 
of the three classes of food are differ- 
ent. 
The aged require less than half 


of the protein class, the tissue form- 
ing food such as meat, cheese and 
white of ess- 
They require about 


half the amount of carbohydrates or 
energy producing 
food. 
The 
prin- 


cipal foods of" this class ' are 
tha 
starchy foods and sugar. 
Of fat, tho 


heat-producing food. i>"<y require al- 
most as much as in earlier life. 


"The most important of the problems 


of the institutional care of the aged 
and the one which has received the 
least consideration, is tiie utilization of 
the economic possibilities oE .the aged 
in institutions. 
While this is pri- 
marily an economic problem, It affects

So completely has the welfare 


of the aged as a. scientific study been 
ignored that today there is not a homo 
for the aged, so far as I know, in 
•which the vital problem of the proper 
feeding ot the aged is understood or 
even considered. 


"Yet it has been found that tha 


aged require only about half of ths 
amount, of food, calculated in calories 
or food energy, that young, active In- 
dividuals require, and the proportions 
of the three classes of food are differ- 
ent. 
The aged require less than half 


of the protein class, the tissue form- 
ing food such as meat, cheese and 
white of egg. 
They require about 


half the amount of carbohydrates or 
energy producing 
food. 
The. prin- 


cipal 
foods ot this class are the 
starchy foods and sugar. 
Of fat. the 


heat producing food. tKiy require al- 
most as much ns in earlier life. 


"Tho most Important of the problems 


of the institutional care of the aged 
and tile one which has received the 
least consideration, is the utilization of 
the economic possibilities of the aged 
in institutions. 
While this is pri- 
marily an economic problem, it affects 
vitally the health and happiness of 
the Inmates. 
In tho Now York City 
Farms Colony, which Is a branch of 
the JCew York City Homes for -the 
Aged and Infirm, there arc about 1001 
inmates, male and femnlc. 
Every one 


of these Inmate?, except those in the 
infirmary, is employed at some useful 
occupation. 
The practical results are: 
Extremely low cost of maintenance: 
the inmates are happy and they, do 
not snifter from certain ailments that 
arc due to inactivity and mental de- 
pression."

enter the :war to make conquests. Her 
single object was. and. is the liberation 
of Rumanian territories 
enslaved by 
Hungary, which never had tho right to 
dispose of themselves. 
"My country is keeping its promises 
under-the most difficult circumstances. 
It has been invaded by. an enemy supe- 
rior-in numbers, it has lost its capital 
and more- than half its territory. It has 
suffered famine and disease hut it has 
never given up the struggle. 
Today 
Rumauia is ready to resume the fight; 
its army Is perfectly trained and it has 
material such as it never had before. 
"In the crisis we are passing through, 
at a moment when the war seems to be 
approaching its final phase, Rumania, 
who kept her engagements towards tha 
allies, has the right to expect that tha 
allies will remain faithful tp_the terms 
of the treaty binding them'to'her."
